City eyes other avenues for Blue Lakes load

TWIN FALLS - As Twin Falls grows, 
traffic will only get worse. 

To ease congestion on the city's major 
traffic artery, Blue Lakes Boulevard, other 
streets must be opened, said city Engineer 
Gary Young. 

Fillmore Street, west of Blue Lakes, and 
Locust and Madrona streets, east of the 
boulevard, ore key north-south roads tlrnt can 
take the load off Blue Lakes, Young said. 

Extending Fillmore would mean running 
the road through the College of Southern 
Idaho campus and on land owned by' the 
Woodbury Coip. and Roy' Raymond, he said. 
The city can get die right of way to extend 
Fillmore on the privately owned land through 
conditions on planned unit developments, he 
said. The city will have. to talk with CSI 
about extending Fillmore.

"CSI is the single largest block of ground 
that prohibits access in the community. The 
campus is part of the problem.

But Locust Street will take more work 
because the city’s right-of-way gets sketchy 
north of Lawndale Drive, he said. 

The city recently had the chance to see 
Locust extended by an Oregon company ns 
port of a planned unit development of cight- 
plcxcs. But the Plnnning nnd Zoning 
Commission denied the request. 

If the City Council upholds the Planning 
and Zoning Commission’s decision, the city 
might have to extend Locust at its own 
expense if the company, Pacific Housing 
Corporation, builds four-plexes on the 
property. 

The land is zoned for four-plexts, and such 
a project might increase traffic enough that 
the city must extend Locust to ease 
congestion. "It certainly might spur us on to 


have to do something. Any development 
along Locust will add to the need to improve 
the street,” Orton said. 

The city might have to extend Locust all 
the way to Cheney Drive to better disperse 
the traffic, he added. 

There may be hope for reducing traffic on 
Blue Lakes if the state decides to build on 
overpass at the intersection of highways 30 
and 93 west of Twin Falls. 

This would mean widening Pole Line 
Road to 2400 East and improving tliat road to 
the 30-93 intersection. An overpass at the. 
intersection would allow southbound trucks 
and cars to go that way, while westbound _ 
traffic could join Highway 30. 

. The project would require state money, 
nnd the Twin Falls City Council and the 
Greater Twin Falls Transportation 
Committee want the Idaho Department of 
Transportation to list it os one that must get 
done. 


Baker seeks to ease expectations Xurner’s wife hopeful

MADRID, Spain — U.S. Secretary of 
State James A. Baker III on Saturday 
tempered expectations of next week’s 
Middle East peace conference. An Israeli 
hard-liner denounced the talks os ruinous, 
nnd some Palestinians were suspiejous. 

“I really would prefer not to put odds on 
this or’givc,you percentages,” Baker said at a 
news conference with Spanish Prime 
Minister Felipe Gonzalez. “As I told Spanish 
officials nt Iunch.^ye arc dealing here with 
• the Middle East.” >$' 

Baker and his Soviet counterpart, Boris 
Pankin, announced in Jerusalem Friday that 
Presidents Bush and Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
had Issued invitations to thc-conference, -to - 
begin in Madrid on Oct. 30. Baker met with 
Gonzalez. to discuss logistical issues on 
Saturday, then departed for Washington.

Some Palestinians ond Israelis ulike were 
angry about the conference, the first broad- 
based Midcast parley since failed talks in 
Geneva in-1973. 

The prospects for the conference arc 
uncertain. The Palestinians wont Israeli- 
occupied land for their own state in 
exchange for peace, but Israel lias adamantly 
refused this formula as a way to end the 
Mideast conflict 

In the occupied Gazii Strip an Saturday, 
the Israeli army detained dozens of activists 
who belong to the Muslim fundamentalist 
Hamas movement, which condemns 
negotiations with-l9rael as a sellout- An army— 
official said it arrested the activists to 
prevent "terrorist activity" following the 
announcement of the talks.

BOISE — The wife of American 
hostage Jesse Turner — invited by her 
husband’s captors to visit him in Lebanon 
— says she’s anxious to introduce him to 
his daughter, who was bom after he was 
kidnapped. 

At the same time, Badr Turner 
acknowledges feeling some uncertainty 
about the invitadon. "We hear something 
and then we hear something else,” Mrs. 
Turner said. "It’s been very hard for the 
families. Even now as I hear this surprise 
invitadon. I don’t know what I will find 
■ overtherr.” 

Israel, meanwhile, said Saturday it has 
received solid information that one of its 


five servicemen missing in Lebanon was 
dead, a potential breakthrough in efforts 
to gain the release of Turner and other 
Western hostages. 

The hostage-takers have said they 
would be willing to swap the nine 
Westerners for up to 300 Shiites held by 
Israel and its proxy army in Lebanon. 
Israel has said it wants word on its 
missing soldiers before releasing the 
Shiites. 

The development came a day. after 
Shiite kidnappers insisted that Israel free 
more Arab prisoners, at the same time 
offering to let the family of an American 

hostage visit him. -

Fear and suffering persists 
as Kurds rebuild homeland 


SAY YlD-.SADlQi Jniq. (AP) — . 
..Three montlis after allied lorces 
‘left nortliem Iraq. the region is 
blossoming with a crash building 
program to revive many of the 
thousands of Kurdish villages flat- 
tened by Saddam Hussein’s forces. 
But hundreds of thousands of 
— Ktirdish-refugccB-rcnuiiiUiamuksJu. 
As winter approaches, many arc 
living in tents in the mountains, 
their children often barefoot and 
subsisting on tomatoes and bread. 

And although Kurdish ' rebels 
control a large crescent-shaped 
slice of northern Iraq, Saddam’s 
threat continues to hang like a 
black cloud over the Kurds con- 
crete-block cities and verdant 
mountain villages. 

Many Kurds fear that without 
. protection by the United States and 
; its allies, Saddam may luunch an- 
other attack like the one after the 
Gulf War that drove more thun I.S 
million refugees to the Turkish and 
. Iranian borders. 

"Here, we are very good, we 
thank America,” said Arsalan 
: Ahmed, 17, who was rebuilding 
; his family’s house in the gray rub- 
■ blc of Sayytd ..Sadiq. 30 miles 
’. south of Suleimaniyah. 

"But the pilots of Saddam Hus- 
• scin must not come again.”’ 

Ahmed is typical of many Iraqi 
Kurds. His ftimily was forced out 
of Snyyid Sadiq in 1986. Iraqi 
troops bombed and bulldozed the 
village — and an estimated 4,000 
others — to squelch Kurdish na- 
tionalism. 

Ahmed’s family was forced to 
live in a "Saddam Hussein town” 
— u government-controlled collec- 
tive village. Last spring.. when 
Saddam's forces -crushed the Kur- 
dish uprising that began after the 
Gulf War. the family fled to Iran. 
They returned after the allied 
coalition's relief program for the 
Kurds. . 

Many Kurds interviewed during 
a 850-milc journey through what 
they call "Free. Kurdistun” shared 
Ahmed’s tentative hopefulness. 

Most Kurds who fled after the 
wnr are back. In addition. 25.000 
Iraqi Kurds who have been living 
in Turkey since a 1988 chemical 
attack arc streaming home.

Keep academic horse ahead 
of extracurricular cart 


Some encouraging words were 
spoken in Hagcrman last week. 

From high school Principal Wayne 
Ills: “I think I have challenged my 
stalT to develop our students so that 
they can compete in the academic 
world.” • ‘ ’ 

From School Board Chairman Pat 
Russell: “The function of the school is 
to educate your children and prepare 
them for college or their chosen 
pid^rioh.' ... If they also choosb to 
fiaWiputc in sports, they’ll have to 
make sacrifices.” 

The scene was a School Board 
meeting, where a small group of 
parents had come to suggest casing 
the load of homework on their teen- 
age children. 

■ The youngsters, high-achicvcrs all, 
arc involved in a variety of sports and 
qther extracurricular activities, the 
parents explained. What with after- 
school commitments and the many 
hours of homework the kids must put 
in to stay at the head of the class, they 
have little time for sleep or family. 

Couldn’t the teachers ease up a bit? 
the parents asked. 

■ The School Board's reply was a 
polite but firm no.

— »~~Pofng , rwc ffx » i t~trollege-entrance- 
cxams.is more important than a 
sterling grade-point average. So high- 
achicvcrs arc better off with a 
rigorous academic program, even if 
that means graduating with less than 
straight A’s. 

(He could just as easily show how a 
challenging curriculum helps students 
who don 't plan to go to college.) 

Ills didn’t criticize the parents, and 
neither will we. After all, if their 
children arc high-achicvcrs, the 
parents deserve much of the credit. 

But the principal and the board arc 
right to emphasize academics first, 
and extracurricular activities second. 
They arc in step with a growing 
awareness in Idaho that the 
extracurricular tail too often wags the 
scholastic dog. 1 

Legislators and school leaders arc 
beginning to argue for .restrictions on 
activities that distract students. from 
school work - particularly sports. 

Ills is quick to f>oiiit out that he 
doesn't regard Hagcrman High 
School as an academic powerhouse. 
He describes it as just an average 
small-town school, struggling to do its 
best with a small faculty and scantier 
resources than bigger schools have. 

Bui that’s just the point: Average 
schools are where America jtvill .win., 
or lose the educational race with 
Europcand Asia. 

Educational gains can’t be restricted 
to a few extraordinary schools 
employing revolutionary methods. 
Ordinary places such as Hagcrman, 
even if handicapped by tight budgets 
and small staffs, must demand 
excellence too. 

You can be sure that Japanese 
teachers aren’t being asked to cut 
back on homework to make more 
time for volleyball.

If nothing else, maybe this 
horrible part of history will help us 
Icam an important lesson about how 
badly wc need to address these .

Administrators 
coping with 
overcrowding

TWIN FALLS - If elementary school 
classrooms in Twin Falls arc becoming 
overcrowded, it doesn’t show on the 
"report cards" for the district’s six grade* 
schools. 

All elementary schools in the Twin 
Falls School District last year were 
within state limits for class sizes, 
according to school-by-school report 
cards rcquircd'by the Idaho Department 
of Education and issued by the district 
-this-month. 


Teachers say studcnt-tcachcr ratio is 
an important ingredient in the quality of 
education; the higher the ratio, the 
greater the overcrowding. Overcrowded 
classrooms at the elementary school- 
level is one reason Twin Falls School 
District planners have been trying to get 
voters to approve a bond issue election to 
build a new school. 

But according to the report cards, each' 
Twin Falls school had fewer than 20 
students per teacher for kindergarten to 
third grade and fewer than 24 students 
per teacher for grades four through six. 
That includes music, gym. Chapter One 
and special education teachers. 

Superintendent Terrell Donicht has’ 
said the district can only stay within state 
class size recommendations by operating 
10 portable classrooms. If no new 
schools arc built in the next decade, the 
district may be forced to buy more

the schools would take money away 
from other district programs, he said. 

This year, 141 more students arc 
attending than last year, Donicht said. 
The district is projecting growth of 1 
percent a year over the next decade, he 
said. . 

The state ordered each district in Idaho 
to produce report curds for every school, 
making them accountable for the quality 
■ of education, said Twin Falls Assistant 
Superintendent Ken Olson. 

AlthougMhc report cards for the 
district’s six elementary schools had 
specific information about how they 
were run in '1991, most of the 
information consists of outlines of 
district policies and goals. 

Under the category of textbooks and 
materials, for example, each school’s 
report card says: "Efforts urc currently 
being made to synchronize Twin Falls 
School District texts with the five-year 
slate textbook adoption cycle." 

The category doesn’t mention any 
specific books the district purchased for 
any of the schools.

TWIN FALLS - More students got more 
attention from teachers last year in Twin 
Falls’ secondary schools. 

According to a "report card", for Twin 
Falls High School, required of all schools 
by the Iduho Department of Education and 
issued this month by the Twin Falls School 
District, the school’s studcnt-tcachcr ratio 
dropped to 22.6 students per teacher. 

Class size for the high school in 1990 
was 23.5 students per teacher. 

Likewise, the number of students per 
class decreased at Stuart Junior High and 
O'Leary Junior High from 23.28 students 
and 22.7 students per teacher in 1989-1990 
to 21.87 students and 21.4 students per 
teacher, respectively, in 1990-1991.^ 

These average class sizes were within the 
standards set by the Idaho State Board of 
Education and the Northwest-Accreditation 
Association. 

In the past year. Twin Falls School 
District planners have twice come up with 
proposals to build new secondary schools, 
arguing that the additional facilities arc 
needed to relieve classroom overcrowding.

PITTSBURGH (AP) -- An ami- 
pornography campaign featuring the 
slogan "Real Men Don’t Use Pom" 
was in the works long before the 
Clarendd Thomas hearings. 

But las't week’s graphic testimony 
before the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee about Thomas' alleged interest in 
X-rated movies only added momen- 
tum to the campaign, say its organiz- 
ers. 

"We couldn’t have planned it any 
better," Chris Cooper, executive di- 
rector of the Coalition Against 
Pomography-Kansas City, said Fri- 
day. ' 

Fifty cities including Pittsburgh 
have been chosen for billboards that 
feature pictures of so-called "real 
men” — a doctor, pilot and football 
player — who reject porn. _ . . 

Some are well-known.' including 
Washington Redskins defensive end 
Charles Mann; and John L Testrake. 
pilot of hijacked TWA Flight 847. 
Also pictured is astronaut Jim Irwin, 
one of 12 men to walk on the moon. 
Irwin died Aug. 8. In some cities lo- 
cal executives are featured. • 

Last week, 24 billboards were dis- 
played in the Pittsburgh area, said 
Dorn Chcckley, executive director of 
the Pittsburgh Coalition Against 
Pornography. So far they’ve generat- 
ed lots of calls from. supporters and a 
few from pranksters, he said. “This is 
meant to stir things up,” Checklcy 
said. “We want to make those men 
who use pom uncomfortable, make 
. . them examine their lives." ^ 

In Kansas City., the billboards 
were unveiled near adult bookstores 
on Oct. 11, the day University of Ok- 
lahoma law professor Anita Hill told 
senators that Thomas made repeated 
unwanted sexual advances to her and 
encouraged her to see his favorite 
pornographic movies. 

Thomas denied the allegations. 
The hearings focused national alien- 
tion on the problem of sexual harass- 
ment. Campaign organizers say they

TWIN FALLS - They look like 
giant Lincoln Logs, but arc the in- 
creasingly popular log home kits re- 
ally as easy as child’s play to put 
up? 

Well, yes and no. 

"It depends, of course, on the 
method of construction,” says Dan 
Nemnich, sales and marketing man- 
ager for Precision Croft Log Struc- 
tures of Meridian. "There arc hand- 
hewn products out there that really 
require an artist more than a carpen- 
ter to put up, and then there arc pre- 
cut, machined logs that ore fairly 
quick to go up.” 

"The log wall portion of construc- 
tion is easy,” says Bob Parker of

Everyone but the most inexperi- 
enced carpenter can do some or nil 
of the finish work on a log home kit, 
and some small homes can be fin- 
ished in n matter of weeks.

Bob Bums, who owns Construction Trends Associ- 
ates Inc., a building and development firm based in 
Paoli, was originally an electrical contractor. For 
many years, he worked with Walter Durham, the

tates throughout the Main Line. So far, Bob Bums 
has built or renovated 35 homes. 

The bam, which will take nearly a year to com- 
plete; is his most extensive project so far. In a huge 
three-story silo, a sunny breakfast room overlooks 
ponds and a green expanse of lawn at the Willows 
park.

A bam can pose many problems. The roots are 
weak and sag. The foundation is inadequate to hold a 
house. There can be dry rot and termites. The stone 
walls arc not energy-efficient. 

"Basically, what we arc doing is building a new 
house within the structure,” Owen said. 

The costs arc higher- than building a whole new 
house. New construction costs in the area arc about 
S80 to SI 00 a square foot, and renovation work costs 
about S 1 00 to S 1 20 a square foot. 

"Most foundations arc stone, so they arc not ade- 
quate to hold the weight of the structure,” he said. For 
Willowvicw, they needed to put in steel footings and 
framing for the bearing walls to hold the house. 

Nor are bams insulated. Only interior stone walls 
will be left exposed. Exterior stone walls will be insu- 
lated and covered with dry wall to keep out the cold 

0, Bob Bums and Owen worked together on the pro- 
ject for many months before construction began. A 
major problem was the size of the bam. which was 
too big fora house. To remedy that, Owen took some 
of the inside space and moved it outdoors in the form 
of decks in the front of the building. 

Being a bam, the building needed more windows, 
Owen said. They knocked out eight openings through 
the 2-foot-thick stone to put in windows, a fireplace 
and the silo addition. 

“U is one of the best-built bams I’ve ever encoun- 
tered." Bob Bums said. “I’ve never never seen any- 
thing built like this. It’s as strong today as it was in 
1858.” , 

When the bam was partially disassembled, they 
kept much of the wood, including the 60-foot-long 
beams that will later be used inside the house to re- 
create the original feeling. 

"Every time. 1 go to the house, I sec a gigantic jig- 
saw puzzle. I have always loved to do jigsaw puzzles, 
and this is a big one," Yvonne Bums said.

TWIN FALLS - When homeown- 
ers in Twin' Falls turn on the lights, 
they ore turning to one word: Re- 
cessed. 

“The most popular lighting choice, 
particularly in new homes, is doing a 
lighting job. without the lights being, 
seen,” said Greg Eagy, president of 
Boise V DMA Lighting, which rcprer. 
sents 30 lighting manufacturers in the 
intermountain area and services many 
of the electrical houses in the Magic 
Valley. “Whenever lights njy actually 
_§ecn jhey are real accent pieces.” ' • 

Eagy explained that high-end cus- 
tom-designed homes, like those being 
built in Sun Valley, arc using lighting 
to make a statement or to accent art- 
work or different areas of a room. 
"Prices can run as high as $20,000 for 
one chandelier in those cases," he said: 

Back in the real world, the average 
home builder receives a few hundred 
dollars for lights from the contractor. 
"For the money, recessed lights help 
the resale value of a home by kccpjng 
the home from being dated," Eagy 
said. 

Donna Wadlcy, • lighting and bath 
consultant for Grover’s Pay & Pack 
Electric and Plumbing Supply, agrees, 
though she says recessed light might 
end up. costing a little more. 

"Our lighting is pretty comparable 
. in price per unit," she said. "A re- 
cessed light will run about $30, just 
like any other light, but you do have to 
put more of them in to achieve the 
same result."

in rooms with vaulted ceilings. “But in 
bedrooms, you are more likely to see 
the covered dome lights mounted on 
the ceiling,” she said. 

Eagy is seeing a lot of mood light- 
ing in larger bedrooms, with closet ar- 
eas that have switches built into the 
doors. Bath areas can have anything 
from lighted glass blocks in showers 
to marble wall sconces; he noted. 

Kitchen and dining areas often fea- 
ture indirect light under a counter or 
off the top of a cabinet. “People com- 
ing in to redo kitchens in existing 
homes arc usually wanting to change 
to fiuorcseents,” Wadlcy said. The en- 
ergy savings arc significant. 

"With the 75-watt reflector bulb 
that most people use in down lights, 
you can get 750 to 1,000 hours of 
light," Eagy said. "A fluorescent can 
give you 8,000 to 10,000 hours of 


light and only use 13 watts.” Also to 
conserve energy, some custom-built 
homes use lighting panels equipped 
with preset dimmers, which can be set 
to automatically dim the lights in cer- 
tain rooms at certain hours of the day. 

Outside - the house, recessed lights 
arc common on covered porches, 
Wadlcy said, while wall mountings re- 
main prevalent in other outdoor areas. 
Eagy snid halogen sources, as opposed 
to incandescent lighting, are especially 
popular outdoor options. He also ex- 
plained that landscape lights, like 
those bordering a walkway, ore anoth- 
er important part'of the exterior scene. 

"Then there is the safety issue, 
which is causing us to use more re- 
cessed lights in entry areas so a person 
cannot unscrew a bulb when trying to 
gain entry into the home," Eagy said. 
“We arc also seeing a lot of motion 
sensors, using infrared to locate some- 
one coming onto the property." 


Deck construction needs square plan

The secret to installing a deck in a 
parquet pattern is using a square fram- 
ing plan with a single built-up beam 
and closely placed two by eight joists, 
16 inches off center. It's also impor- 
tant to use clear all heart Redwood 
decking boards. They’re more stable 
in a pattern instillation with many an- 
gled cuts. 

The following directions tell you 
how to do thjs project: 

1. Install n square piece of 2-by-6 
deck board first at the very center of 
the deck over the built-up beam of 


double 2-by-IO feet by-tf -inch exteri- 
or plywood. 

2. Work the Redwood boards out- 
ward mitering both ends of each 
board at 45-dcgrce angles. Pre-drill 
nail holes at the ends of the boards to 
avoid splitting. Space the neighboring 
boards one-eighth inch apart. 

3. Install the decking in concentric 
fashion to insure that all the miter 
joints of each four-board course line 
up. 

Fifty-five pieces of 2-by-6-by-14- 
fcct Redwood deck boards will be 
needed to complete the project..

‘Smart House’ will 
permit automation

At a recent gathering billed os “a 
coming-out party for Smart House," 
various speakers compared a new 
product to the introduction of air 
conditioning, personal computers, 
ond indoor plumbing. The product is 
a standardized system of integrated 
electrical wiring, called Smart-Rcdi, 
that will permit extensive automa- 
tion in homes. 

The gathering, in Bowitf, Md., co- 
incided with the availability of 
Smart House products to builders in 
tho Mid-Atlantic -states,- whuc__ far- ., 
sale Smart Houses are expected -to 
moke their national debut. 

Whether the comparisons rum out- 
to be hyperbole or keen foresight re- 
mains to be seen. 

Smart House L.P., which spent 
several years developing Smart-Rcdi 
and the concept of a fully automated 
house called Smart House, is a con- 
sortium of manufacturers and trade 
groups, including, sufch industry 
lenders as Wcstingh'ousc, Texas In- 
struments, Robcrtshnw, Lennox, 
Carrier , nnd Apple Computer. The 
managing partner is the Research 
Center of the National Association 
of Home Builders (NAHB). 

Smart-Rcdi wiring simplifies and 
integrates the multiple wiring sys- 
tems currently included in most 
homes, preparing the house for use 
of high-tech entertainment, security, 
communications and energy-control 
equipment. ' . 

Leon Weiner, chief executive offi- 
cer of Smart House L.P., is a devel- 
oper-builder with many years expe- 
rience. Weiner is among those who 
compares the future Impact of Small 
House wiring to central air condi- 
tioning, once a rarity but now in- 
' eluded in more than three-quarters 
of all new homes. L*. 

Jack Dcmctrce, chairman of the 
Smart House board, also likes the 
air-conditioning comparison, and 
adds references to the future of 
Smart House as being akin to the 
proliferation of cable-ready televi- 
sion sets and personal computers. 
"Who would build a house without 
it (air conditioning)?" Dcmctrec 
said. "Wc’vc revolutionized wiring 
of housing nnd made it possible to 
go into the 2 1st century." 

The comparison to indoor plumb- 


ing came from Michael Rose, presi- 
dent of Michael T. Rose Companies, 
a Laurel, Md., Jtome builder. I • 

The difference between Smart 
Redi and wiring systems already in 
use in many highly automated or 
electronically sophisticated homes is 
that it is standardized, designed for 
widespread use, and will be capable 
of utilizing a myriad of compatible 
electronic products expected to be 
developed in future years. 

In fact, the Bowie gathering was 
held near an under-construction 
house designated the official Smart 
Show Home, where- new products 
: are. expected .to .bcjntrodu_ced_and. _ 
tested. T" 

The Smart House strategy is to at- 
tempt to persuade builders to include 
Smart-Rcdi in their new homes as 
optional or standard equipment. 
Owners will have' some automation 
features immediately, including 
whole-house cable television and 
video distribution, telephone access 
at many outlets, built-in intercom, 
light-dimming,' and protection 
against electrical surges nnd shocks. 
Owners can add other features and 
equipment, if they Want them, as 
they arc made available. If an owner 
never upgrades the system, Smart- 
Rcdi can still be a sales feature if the 
house is sold. 

“This is a product that will grow, 
not a nickcl-and-dime curiosity," 
said Weiner. “There ore many mech- 
anisms nnd gimmicks that can be 
built in, but wc’rc taking technology 
nnd simplifying it in n cohesive 
thrust." 

Weiner estimated the extra cost of 
Smart-Rcdi in a 2,500-square-foot 
house at S8.500 to $9,500. Addition- 
al components to mnkc a full Smart 
House will cost $2,500 to $3,500 
more, he said. 

Weiner. expects the first for-snlc 
Smart Houses to be priced at 

51 50.000 or more. "Smart is not 
now for low- and moderate-income 
housing," he said. "The extra 

510.000 will be. one of the important 
decisions the buyer will have to 
make.”

- chores^ 

But unless you’ve reached your 
50s or 60s, you’re probably not 
ready to give up the lifestyle associ- 
ated with a traditional detached 
home. Indeed, you may consider the 
idea of moving to a town house or 
condo a form of surrender you’re 
not prepared to make. 

"Most of us in the baby boom 
generation aren’t willing to go down 
without a fight.” says Hclfant, 44. 

Is it possible to live in the classic- 
suburban home while eliminating 
some of the loathsome chores that 
steal time from friends or family? 
Real estate professionals say it is. 
They offer these pointers on cutting 
the time involved in upkeep without 


mpving away from your traditional 
home: 

Put screens on your gutters; 

A relatively inexpensive rolled 
screen product is now available to 
coyer your gutters. You can find it at 
home center stores and install it 
yourself or have a contractor do it 
for you. - 

Screened gutters still collect 
leaves but far fewer, says Wayne. G. 
Norris, a home inspector with Dall- 
" nius! Norris "Associates, affiliated 
witf^ the American Society of Home 
Inspectors. 

Instead of having to mount a lad- 
der and clean your gutters two or 
‘ three' times a year, once annually 
could be enough, he says. 

Trjq tnll quality aluminum or vinyl 
siding to cover wood exterior sur- 
i faces. 1 . 

People who think nil aluminum or 
vinyl siding products look tacky and 

• cheap have not investigated the sid- 
r ing market lately, Norris says. 

’"The industry is coming out with 
r more sophisticated looks," Norris 
t says. "For example, you cun now get 

• aluminum siding that is almost in- 

1 distinguishable from wood shake 
; shingles.” . 

r Although it requires periodic pres- 
: sure cleaning, the use of aluminum 
or vinyl siding spares a homeowner 
i the gritty job of scraping and rc- 
i painting wood, one of the least 
pleasant elements of homcowner- 
ship. 

t Paint the interior of your home 
? with semi-gloss rather than flat latex 
point 

g It is customary to use semi-gloss 
t paint in bathroom and kitchen areas. 


But those who want the advantages 
of easy wall cleaning have discov- 
ered that semi-gloss con be -a plus - 
throughout the house. 

■ This is especially true if you have 
children or pets inclined to leave 
their marks on walls. 

Semi-gloss has more of a sheen 
than fiat paint and ntay be somewhat 
less appealing, from an interior de- 
sign standpoint, 

Still, the trade-off could be worth 
it. if your objective is easy cleaning 
and freedom -from- frequent- repaint- 
ing. 

Uao well-protected hardwood 
floors in high traffic areas rather 
than wall-to-woll cnipeting. 

Granted, some new: carpeting 
products make -it -easier.. to_.clcan. 
spots. Still, most carpeting requires 
more care than good hardwood 
floors, which can be mopped with 
relatively little bother* 

But remember, to . preserve the 
quality of your hardwood floors and 
make them look their best, a 
polyurethane sealant often is re- 
quired. 

Well-finished hafdwood floors 
with at least two coats of this clear 
plastic should give you freedom 
from a refinishing job for at least 
five years, Norris says. 


Buy service contracts on the me- 
• chanical equipment in your home. 

Some equipment to consider: air 
conditioning, home. heating and wa- 
ter heating units. Service contracts 
with a well-established firm should 
provide relatively hassle-free service 
on these units. The contractor often 
calls or writes with a reminder to- 
schedule routine cleanings. 

With a service contract, you arc ■ 
likely to get priority service if one of 
your units breaks down. .This can be 
especially important if your heating; 
unit or air conditioner is more than 5 
years old or if you use an electric 
water heater, on which the elements 
tend to bum out periodically. 

Ammgo for routine yard and 
cleaning service through a reputable 
and reliable cleaning agency ctr land- 
scaping company. 

You may dislike the idea of payr- 
ing for services that you can do 
yourself. After all, didn't your dad 
always mow the lawn? And didn’t 
your mom always do the dusting? 

But think about it. If you have; 
young children or neglected friends,; 
wouldn’t you rather spend your Sat- 
urday afternoon with thenfsplashing 
around in the neighborhood -pool 
rather than washing windows or 
pruning the shrubbery?

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Handsaws great for cutting your way through jobs

Power saws have .bccothc. standard equip- 
ment for many active do-it-yourselfers, but 
most can still moke good use' of a handsaw or 
two. For example, I own eight different types 
of power saws, but I still reach for a handsaw 
for many sawing jobs. 

Handsaws arc especially useful for those 
who do an occasional home-repair or wood- 
working project ' but ‘have little tool-storage 
space. . , 

Fortunately ,'Kondsaw-makcra haven't let lire 
proliferation of power saws keep them ‘from 
improving their products. One of the newer 
designs has oversize teeth that cut on both the 
forward and reverse strokes, resulting in faster 
cutting than most saws, which generally cut 
only on forward strokes. j 
On e - fast -cut - saw;- the Stanleys ShortrGut,- is 
shaped like a standard saw but is only 18 inch- 
es long, making it easy to fit.into a toolbox or 
hang in a tight space. The Short Cut leaves a 


fairly rough edge, and is best as a utility saw 
rather than for fine-finish work. I use mine 
-frequehtly- for rough cutoff Work and- pruning 
(it gets into places where a bow saw can’t be 
used). The Short Cut has a specially shaped 
handle and straight blade back that lets it be 
used for marking accurate 90-degree and 45- 
degree cutting lines. Short Cuts sell for about 
SI 5 each at many home centers and tool out- 
lets. 

Another version of a fast-cut saw, the Wood 
"Eater, is made by Vermont American. Wood 
Eaters ore available in 15-inch (about SI 0) and 
-26-inch - (about SI 8) lengths. Both of thcsc- 
Vermont American saws arc listed in the new 
Scars tool catalogue. ■ 

' Standard handsaws arc madrwith two basic 
tooth designs — crosscut and rip — and are 
generally 26 inches long. ‘ J'. ■ 

Crosscut; saws have more tooth points per 
-inch,-gcncra]ly-SCvaLto_12. and arc designed 
primarily to cut across grain (cutting to; 
length). The more points per inch, the 
smoother and slower the saw will cut. Ripsaws 


usually have fewer teeth, often 5& per inch, 
and arc designed to cut with.thc grain of wood 

(cutting strips). - 

Most do-it-yoursclfcm need only one stan- 
dard handsaw, and a crosscut is the best 
choice for all-round work sinceHt can be used 
for crosscutting or ripping. It is extremely dif- 
ficult to cross-cut well with a ripsaW. A 10- 
point crosscut gives a relatively smooth cut 
that will be satisfactory for many projects! For 
fine-finish work, additional smoothing of cuts 
by sandirlg or planing will be needed. 

A first-rate prosscut saw can be bought for 

less than $20. ’ 

For safe and accurate hand-sawing, the 
wood to be cut must be placed on a firm, flat 
surface at a comfortable sawing height and be 
firmly held in that position. The best cutting 
height varies with individuals, but 24 to 30 
inches is good for most people. 

A work table with built-in clamps, such as 
Black & Dicker's Workmate, is ideal for 
hand-sawing. However, many a do-it-your- 
selfer uses a regular sawhorse or bench and 


holds the wood with the free hand or a hand .

. Make a cuttingiii^oiLtbtLWKtd^^ 
cil, using a try square, combination square or 
other straight edge os a guide. Saw on the out- 
side of the line. * 

To start a cut, hold the saw at a 45-dcgrcc 
angle against the edge of the work and moke a 
‘ careful backstroke. The teeth should dig in just 
enough to stay in position on the forward 
stroke, which should be slow and gentle at 
first. The knuckle of the thumb on the free 
hand can be used as a guide when starting n 
saw; -hold -the knuckle against the side of the 
blade. However, it is best for a beginner to 
keep the hand well away from the blade until 
lie" or she gets the feel of hand-sawing. Im- 
properly used handsaws, especially those with 
too few or dull teeth, can jump or move during 
starting cuts. > 

Maintain the saw’s 45-dcgrcc backwpi tilt 
throughout the cut, but keep the fiat of the 
blade perpendicular to the wood for square 
cuts.

Time-honored techniques can protect 
customers from such schemes. Don’t act 
immediately. Look locally first. Get 
references and look into them. Understand 
the deal. Cheek with the Better Business 
Bureau. ... 

And, if you have been victimized, 
complain. 

The bureau’s Boise office has received 
700 complaints and inquiries about such 
loan programs. Nationwide, the Better 
Business Bureau says complaints about 
advance-loan firms arc the fastest-growing

The natural flow of the Snake River 
measured at Heise, between Idaho Foils 
and Palisades Reservoir, was 3.83 
million acre feet from October 1990 
through July, taking in the snowpack 
season. That was 86 percent of normal. 

“That’s a little more than the total 
the irrigators would use, but our storage 
increased," due to the cool, wet May 
and the delayed planting season, said 
Mike Bcus of the Bureau of 
Reclamation’s Burley office. "We were 
able to accumulate snow longer than we 
would hove but at the same time 
demand remained low." 

Sen. Lany Craig, R-ldaho. has voted 
against a foreign aid bill that passed the 
Senate Oct. 8 in part because it 
contained a provision that 50 percent of 
the aid must be shipped on U.S. 
flagships — ships already in short 
supply in Portland, Ore., and the rest of 
. the Pacific Northwest. 

“That single provision will do serious 
harm to exports of Idaho’s agricultural 
products," Craig said. 

Tim MeGreevy, administrator of the 
Idaho Barley Commission, agreed. 
“There’s a real shortage of U.S. 
flagships in Portland. We’ll lose out on 
a great deal of business." 

The Snake River Farmers 
Association, whose primary purpose is 
to hire 2,500 irrigators for its 550 
members, has won a round of a court 
fight over how those workers arc to be 
paid.

NEW YORK (AP) — Down a lifeless hallway 
in a midtown Manhattan office tower, a business 
card is taped crudely above a buzzer: William R. 
Salomon. Honorary Chairman. . 

Chairman of what, the card docsn t say. The 
name ira giveaway, but the title carries no. pow-_ 
cr. Billy Salomon for a decade has been: es- 
tranged from the firm founded in 1910 by his fa- 
ther and two uncles. . . 

With Salomon Brothers Inc. swallowed by. 
scandal, Percy Salomon's son talks about bitter- 
ness over his departure and disgust with the ille- 
gal nets that have soiled the family name. 

Slightly wobbly at age 77, wearing a suit and 
tie to* an ofTice^lieriThe’ conducts only personal 
business, Salomon cuts a somewhat sad figure, a 
man hurt by events beyond his control and pow- 
erless to reverse the passage of time. 

He offers several reasons — some seem plau- 
sible. others just dated — for why his old fiim 
cheated customers and hid wrongdoing from the 
government for months. He concludes simply 
that Salomon Brothers was hot always that way. 

“In my time the customer was God and we 
would no more take advantage of him than we d 
fly out the window,” Salomon said, his voice ris- 
ing in frustration. ...... 

“We alwnys felt that if we did the right thing 
the profits -would take care of themselves, he 
said. "We wanted to maintain a high ethical stan- 

Salomon was the last member of his family to 
run Salomon Brothers; his son is a doctor in Tuc- 
son, Ariz., and his daughter is momed to a Los 
' Angeles attorney. The only relative working at 
Salomon Brothers is a nephew, Robert Salomon 
Jr., the chief investment officer of a money man- 
aging unit. .. . 

Billy Salomon joined the firm at age 19 in 
1933. Bom and raised in New York City, Sa- 
lomon had skipped college to many and begin 
his career at the firm, then known as Salomon 
Brothers & Hutzlcr. As was common on. Wall 
Street in those days, Salomon worked his way up 
from the bottom. 

He began as a runner, shuttling documents. Me 
wns promoted to the cages where bond certifi- 
cates were handled. He worked on trading desks 
and then became a salesman, visiting a handful 
of big banking customers on foot from 10:15 
n.m. to noon daily. 1 

Salomon was made a partner in 1944. In 1957, 

inter Tiis'fiitlMfCrrertrcmcntrthc-death-of-thc-un- 

clc whv had run the firm and an internal revolt, 
Salomon emerged os the firm’s leader. 

Salomon ushered in an era of phenomenal 
growth, increasing the firm’s capital, expanding 
from bonds to stocks and venturing outside for 
v talent. In the 1 1960s, Salomon led a charge 


by four investment banks to aggressively steal 
customers from the more palncian Wall Street 

“He’s the great man of the firm as far I’m con- 
cerned,” said historian Robert Sobcl, who wrote 
a book about Salomon Brothers in 1985. WTicn 
He got there the finnwasnmhingi-When-hc ic tt,- 
thc firm was in excellent shape. It had a wonder- 
ful reputation.” ■ 

But by the late 1970s, the industry in which 
Salomon grew up and prospered had changed. 
Wall Street had evolved from small and clubby 
to increasingly complex, sophisticated and cut-

In l978 at age 64, Salomu... stepped down as 
managing partner, leaving the firm in control of 
his hand-picked successor, John H. Gutfreund. a

But Salomon and Gutfreund had a bitter falling 
out in 1981. Seeking to widen Salomon’s base 
and further increase its capital, Gutfreund engi- 
neered a merger with Phibro Corp., a commodi- 
ties trading firm. . . , 

Anticipating opposition, Gutfreund closed the 
deal while Salomon was out of the country. Sa- 
lomon Brothers became a public firm rather than 
a private partnership. “I was shocked, Salomon 
said. “It was kept from me.” 

After the merger, Salomon cashed out his 
holdings for about SIO million. He kept an office 
at the firm, but was ignored by the new regime. 
Like others from Wall Street’s old guard. Sa- 
lomon became increasingly disillusioned with the 
advcrturcsomc trading and flashy lifestyles of the 
1980s. , , 

When the firm moved to new headquarters 
downtown last year, Salomon didn t go along, 
though the firm still pays for his office jmd a sec- 
retary. He also receives what he calls a small 
"corn pc nsatt on: 1 1 ; ' ~ “ 

When he is in town. Salomon visits the two- 
room office daily. Grainy photos of men in black 
suits and bowler hats, old citations and group 
shots of the firm’s partners circa 1970 adorn the 
walls, Classical music from a portable stereo 
keeps Salomon company. 


Salomon serves on the board of die Hospital 
for Special Surgery in New York and as a New 
York University trustee. With his wife, Virginia 
Foster, he lives in Manhattan, plays golf at his 
“country place” in exclusive Southhnmpton on 
Long Island and spends part of the winlcr in Nas- 

-sau, the Bahamas.. 

Salomon said lie doesn’t know anything more 
about the scandal tearing apart the firm than what 
he reads in newspapers. His theories of what 
went wrong are rooted in the changes in culturc 
and money on Wall Street. 

In Salomon’s day, partners built up an’ interest 
in the firm and were paid a base salary, plus in- 
terest from their capital. After the company went 
public, executives received huge salaries -and 
bonuses. , . . . 

Salomon said he believes the demise of the 
partnership — which also occurred at other firms 
— altered people’s thinking. Money replaced 
service, a lament echoed by. other- older. -Wall , 
Streei executives. ’ . . 

"Suddenly the firm was sold and they had 
mpney that was their own,” Salomon said. 
“Strange things happen to people under those cir- 
cumstances. For the first time they had another 
interest besides the firm — their own invest-

“It used to be I'd interview somebody and / d 
say 'Where would you like to be in 25 years?’ 
and they’d say. I'd like to be sitting where you 
arc.’” Today. Salomon believes the response is 
more likely to be, “ I’d like to be sailing my 
yacht around the world.’ He’s not going to make 
his career on Wall Street. It’s a place to get rich. 

To Salomon’s mind, another factor that red a_ 
culture of greed — this one supported by 
younger Wall Street executives — was a decision 
last year to pay bonuses based on department 
performance rather than firm performance. 

That led to astronomical payouts — one Sa- 
lomon trader received S23 million — and may 
have fostered an atmosphere in which the head ot 
Salomon’s bond desk routinely violated Treasury 
auction rules. , . 

Salomon’s musings may be clouded by nostal- 
gia and cynicism stemming from his split from 
his father’s firm, but he won’t concede one point: 
The scandal has "tarnished the pure reputation 
which we guarded jealously.” 

•And while Salomon hopes the individuals im- 
plicated _ in ' the - wrongdoing -arc- punished, -he 
doesn’t want to see Salomon Brothers and its 
' 8,(M)0Trnpldyecs‘goTJndcr. 

“Their future has been severely damaged and 
morale is severely damaged,” he said. “You got 
the guys — they're the ones that caused it. I 
think they should tty to make it easier for the 
firm to survive rather than more difficult.”

BEVERLY HILLS. Mich. (AP) 
— Johnnie Malone knew this 
bookstore was different the mo- 
ment he entered. 

People lounged on benches and 
chairs in the aisles, their noses 
buried in books. 

It was his first trip to Borders 
Book Store but Malone joined 
right in, sitting to catch up on some 
reading, often laughing aloud. 

“I just saw some guy sitting here 
reading. He got up and I sat 
down,” the 27-year-old Los Ange- 
les native said. 

Borders is part of a growing 
breed of bookstores: the “super- 
store,” combining a vast selection 
of books, magazines and newspa- 
pers with an ambience that encour- 
ages browsing and lingering. 

Modeled after university book- 
stores. superstores run between 
10,000 and 15,000 square feet and 
carry around 100,000 titles, com- 
pared to an average 2,220 square 
feet and 20,000 titles at mall stores, 
said Donna Passannante, 
spokeswoman for New York-based 
Bames & Noble Inc.

Bames & Noble operates 50 
stores nationwide, including super- 
stores in Roseville, Minn., Para- 
mus, N.J., and Rochester Hills. 
Mich., ns well as 750 smaller B. 
Dalton Booksellers outlets. 

Borders, based in Ann Arbor and 
run by Book Inventory Systems, 
has 13 superstores and three more 
scheduled to open this year. 

Other superstores were opened in 
the past year by Crown Books and 
Waldcnbooks. 

“Some of us have been super- 
stores since 1952,” said Bill Rick- 
man, president of Croch’s and 
■ Brentano’s Inc„ a chain of 19 ser- 
e-oriented bookstores including 


a five-story flagship in downtown 
Chicago. 

"But (the superstore) is a concept 
rolled out by big businesses that 
have seen the success of places like 
Borders. So the chains say. ‘Well, 
we’ve exhausted shopping malls 
and this is the next wave.’” 

The superstores arc part of a 
trend that saw bookstores overall 
outpace just about all other retail 
industries in growth over the last 
decade. 

Since 1980. the number of retail 
bookstores has grown 76 percent, 
from 10.020 outlets to 17,620 na- 
tionwide. Only thc.fast-food indus- 


try showed better growth at 78 per- 
cent. 

According to the • American 
Booksellers Associatiqn. 93 mil- 
lion adult Americans, 52 percent of 
the U.S. population, visited a book- 
store once a month last year. 

Just over half of them actually 
bought a book. 

Retail book sales are expected to 
reach S7.9 billion this year, up 8.2 
percent from 1990’s $7.3 billion, 
the association said. The industry 
group docs not break out figures on ■ 
the superstores. 

The public response to the larger 
format outlets has been enthusias- 
tic. 

"We have people waiting for us 
to open in the morning to get their 
morning newspapers,” said Janice 
Keramedjian. manager of the 
Bames & Noble store in Rochester 
Hills, which carries 700 different 
magazines and newspapers. 

“There are still people here at 
closing time. It’s not unusual forns 
to have 50 or 60 people in here at 
nine or 10 at night,” she said. 


The superstores’ surrounding- 
are as much a part of their appeal 
as their size and selection. 

Bames & Noble divides its su- 
perstores into boutique-style al- 
coves lined with walnut-stained 
bookshelves and hunter green car- 
pet to give them a library-like feel. 
Kmart Corp. -owned Waldcnbooks’ 
prototype superstore in suburban 
Detroit offers customers a coffee 
bar and surrounds them with an- 
tiques and knickknacks. 

Benches and chairs are scattered 
throughout the superstores, some 
hidden between the book shelves, 
others against a wall or near -the 
windows by the racks of newspa- 
pers and magazines. 

The Beverly Hills Borders store 
has been expanded twice since 
1985 and now covers some 15,500 
square feel. . , 

“The place is just so huge, it s 
like a public arena where people 
just feel comfortable and anony- 
mous. There isn’t that feeling 
you're constantly being eyeballed.” 
said Don Powers, the store's assis- 
tant manager. 


“But then there are some people 
who hold classes in parts of the 
store and that can be irritating. '

probably sells more books there 
than we do. He’s always sayirfg,

USAir posts $81.4 million loss 


ARLINGTON, Va. (AP) — USAir Group, the 
parent of the airline USAir, postifd another large 
loss Monday and said it will ask its employees to 
take salary cuts over the next 1 5 months. 

The company's financial problems are shared by 
a number of other U.S. airlines that have. been 
squeezed by the effects of the recession and by jet 
fuel prices which skyrocketed after Iraq’s invasion 
of Kuwait lost year. 

USAir. reporting a third-quarter loss or SHI .4 
million, said the pay reductions will be weighted 
to hit higher-paid personnel the hardest. The cuts 
arc the core of a cost-reduction plan aimed at sav- 
ing more than S400 million next year. 

Company President Seth E. Schofield said em- 
ployees also arc being asked lo contribute to medi- 
cal und dental programs, now paid for entirely by 
the company. He said the airline also will reduce 
management and clerical personnel by 10 percent 
and cut its non-payroll budget by SI 00 million^ 


In an initial cost-cutting exercise earlier this 
year, the airline laid off about 7.000 employees, 
announced a fuel conservation plan, restructured 
its routes and realigned its hub system. 

In fact.- the S8I.4 million net Ipss for the quarter 
ended Sept. 30 was smaller than the loss of S 120.3 
million in the same period last year even •“ rev- 
enue for the two quarters was flat at SI. 6 billion. 
But for the year thus far. the company is doing 
worse than last year, losing S306.9 million, com- 
pared with a loss of $233 million during the first 
nine months of 1990. Nine-month revenue slipped 
to $4.85 billion from $4.89 billion a year earlier. 

Schofield said the cost-cutting moves “will save 
USAir hundreds of millions of dollars in 1992, a 
year that we expect may be very difficult for the 
airline industry." 

USAir still estimates its pre-tax loss for 1991 al 
more than S5Q0 million . asjt. had last month

Q. My old garage door is bard . to 
open and my garage, and our living 
room next to it, are cold in the winter. 
Will installing n new easy-to-open in- 
sulated garage door help keep us 
wanner? V.B. 

A.cAn insulated garage door can 
have a significant effect on the heat 
loss from your garage and also from 
the rest of your house. It can reduce 
your heating and cooling costs and 
improve your comfort level. This is 
especially true if you have a built-in 
garage with a room above it. A tight- 
filling insulated door can also reduce 
noise* from outdoors. 

A standard garage door has an in- 
sulation value of only about R-2 at 
best. A top-of-the-linc insulated 
garage door has an insulation value 
rnbovtxR^rO-und-fcoals-much better to 
reduce cold air leakage. The com- 
bined effect reduces heat loss by 
more than 90 percent. An insulated 
garage door is also very lightweight 
nnd easy to open. 

Before you go to the expense of in- 
stalling an insulated garage door, 
caulk and weatherstrip any windows 
and doors to the garage to reduce air 
leakage. Also try to lay some insula- 
tion in the garage ceiling if possible. 

Not all insulated garage doors are 
created equally, so check the specifi- 
cations. There arc significant differ- 
ences in the design and construction 
i which affect the comfort nnd savings 
you will realize.
